ORDER GRANTING REQUEST TO RECHEDULE HEARING DATE

Both attorneys have directly 
handled the entire life of the appealed application and both possess 
unique knowledge that would be difficult to impart on another 
attorney.

waiver of the Request for Oral Hearing. 
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
